The Tigris and Euphrates rivers are in 


Hood, covering the flat lowlands of Iraq. 
Thus one of the world's oldest calamities 
recurs, for here some years ago Harold | 
1'eake, an English archaeologist discovered ; 
traces of a great flood whose period fitted in 
\viih (hat of Noah. 


Ever since, the land between the two riv- 


ers lias been subject to inundations, which 
the prudent Babylonians tried to mitigate by 
irrigation canals. This made Babylonia rank 
with Egypt's Nile valley and the banks of 
China's Yellow River as the most fertile 
regions known. It might still be so, had not 
the 13th century Mongol conquerors, the 
Nazis of their day, systematically destroyed 
the canals and turned the region into a 
desert. 


Around the beginning of the century an 


Englishman, Sir William Willcocks, argued 
for the rebuilding of the old canal system. 
His advice was not acted upon. Now with 
independence attained, the Iraq government 
may see its way to doing something about 
irrigation, and may make the land once 
more one of the great garden spots of the 
world.

The Council of Foreign Ministers, which 


failed to settle the problem of Europe, has 
not gone unpunished. During its sessions it 
had to listen to a speech three hours and a 
half long, and there were other orations al- 
most as trying. High office thus is seen to 
have its drawbacks.

The Fountain of Youth has been re-dis- 


covered. It's the measure of the waistline. 
At the University of California a handful of 
sick folk, who were 55 to GO, and fat, were 
exercised, dieted and taught proper posture.

Rejuvenated in spirit and body, they re- 
turned with new vigor, to jobs and living 
routines for whieh they had thought they 
were "too old." 


The world stage is set for slimming. To be

By which I mean that it damages 
the prestige of the court almost beyond repair and 
wrecks the morale of the country when it is oft 
repeated and too often believed that any justice 
of the Supreme Court is incapable of writing his 
own opinions and has to employ bright young boys 
1o aid him. Ghost-written wisdom does not serve 
the ends of justice. Congress needs to discover the 
truth of this. 


Now, 
Mr. Justice Robert Jackson, driven to 


exasperation by a low feud pursued behind his 
back, while he is outside the country performing 
a public duty, tells all. The fued in the court 
arose over a question of propriety. In carefully 
judicial language, Mr. Jackson accuses Mr. Black 
of impropriety. His full statement denounces Mr. 
Black's conduct as prejudicial to the court. Mr. 
Black may pursue one of two courses: 1. He may 
serve his country by resigning from the bench; 
'2. 
He may demand a full investigation by Con- 


gress. This much the public has a right to de-

swamp has been for 22 years a 
man-made miracle of clear, spark- 
ling Ulster county spring water.

The ice house 
burned down in 1942 to terminate 
a fabulous career in the ice har- 
vesting industry for Mr. Bur- 
hans. 


An abortive attempt to make 


.the present Spring Lake site pay 
• as a source of ice had left only 


a broken down old ice house on 
the site when Burhans took over 
22 years ago. Old timers will re- 
call it as the Merritt Poiid. It was 
four feet deep at the most and

Used Modern Methods 


and-buggy era of the ice business, 
Mr. Burhans was the first to use 
modern methods of ice cutting. He, 
purchased the first automatic cut- 
ting machine in the area, an inno- 
vation that cut 1,000 tons of ice 
a day. 


Horse drawn plows and cutters 


were .the order of the day for a 
couple of decades before the ad- 
vent of machinery. Men worked 
in large gangs to fill the cavernous 
ice houses and earned from S2 to 
52.25 a day—not bad in those days. 


The introduction of mechanical 


refrigeration snuffed out the na- 
tural ice industry along the river 
about 1920. The annual harvest, 
Mr. Burhans recalls, was about 
3,000,000 tons of which his own 
ice house supplied 36,000 tons. 


"Frigidaires, ice boxes and other 


contraptions drove most of the 
men out of business." Burhans 
says. "But there was still a hea\y 
demand for natural ice so I de- 
cided to build my own ice house 
to furnish local customers." 


There is still a great need for 


natural spring water ice, but the 
operating costs are 
prohibitive, 


Mr. Burhans says. The increase 
in the price of ice has not kept 
pace with the hike in the standard 
of laborer's wages. 


Mr. Burhans essayed other ven- 


tures during his career, having 
built ice bridges in New> York, a 
coal pocket at Sheepshead Bay, a 
coal pocket and ice house at Bor- 
dentown, N. J. At one time he 
even operated a brickyard for a 
few years.
